Mr.  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1942 . 

The  Registrar  General’s  corrected  statistics  of  population, 
births,  deaths,  etc,,  from  which  the  calculations  in  this  report 
have  to  be  made,  arrived  on  the  4th  June,  1943,  and  the  final 
quarter’s  inward  death  transfers,  which  were  lost  in  the  post, 
arrived  on  the  26th  June,  1943. 

Again,  in  conforraity  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  this  report  has  been  shortened,  and  certain  information 
has  been  omitted  for  the  purposes  of  secrecy  during  the  war. 
However,  the  calculations  have  been  made,  and  a typed  copy  of  the 
results  is  circulated  on  a special  confidential  sheet. 

I am  pleased  again  to  report  that  infectious  diseases  were 
very  low  during  the  year. 

The  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  have  been  extremely 
good,  and  the  same  number  of  clinics  were  held  as  in  pre-war  times. 

There  has  been  a general  increase  in  attendances  with  marked 
increase  in  the  case  of  expectant  mothers. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  thousand  live  births,  I regret 
to  say,  is  the  highest  for  some  years,  but  I am  unable  to  give  any 
reason  for  this.  Five  of  the  deaths  (17)  occurred  outside  the 
Borough  and  were  inward  transfers.  This  is  probably  one  of  those 
curious  statistical  freaks  which  sometimes  occur  and  has  no  serious 
implication. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  thousand  of  population  has  receded  to  14*4, 
while  the  Death  Rate  has  risen  to  17 *2,  but  is  not  corrected  for 
age  and  sex.  The  exodus  of  the  young  people  has  a considerable 
bearing  on  these  figures. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  in  general  has  been  very  good,  and 
especially  so  in  the  case  of  children;  in  my  Routine  Medical 
Jnspectlon  of  school  children  I found  91^  Excellent  and 

Normal"  nutrition,  and  only  0‘36^  with  ^ Bad  nutrition. 

To  my  colleagues  in  the  Medical  Profession  I tender  my  thanks 
for  their  co-operation,  in  spite  of  the  stress  under  which  they 
are  working.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

( i ) Water . 

The  Borough  water  supply  is  under  constant  observation 
and  everything  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  continued  safety 
of  supply  is  being  carried  out.  Bacteriological  analyses 
have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  entire  year,  some  52 
sonqples  being  taken  by  the  Chief  Scinitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  W. 
Gill. 


The  results  of  the  40  samples  of  treated  end  untreated 
water  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Honeywood  Springs  were  equally 

good. 

The  arrangements  for  the  alternative  or  emergency 
supplies  are  satisfactory. 

Bombed  Areas  — Water  Analyses. 

Again  during  this  year  samples  of  water  were  taken 
ffom  various  parts  of  the  town  from  certain  bombed  areas 
for  analysis  to  eiscertain  whether  any  pollution  of  the  supply 
had  taken  place  as  the  result  of  damage  to  sewers.  Nothing 
of  any  moment  could  be  traced.

The  results  in  that  group  given  above  are  good  compared  with  the 
rest  of  the  country,  but  I anticipate  even  better  results.
